Repeal of the Federal 
Elections Bill. 


Cleveland's Hawaiian Policy 
Receives Support 


The Democratic Resolution Finds 
a Way Through. 


Speaker Crisp’s Ruling as to a Quorum is 
Opposed by His Own Party—A 
Second Vote on McCreary’s 
~ Measure.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7—(By the 
Associated Press.) The bill repealing 
in toto all Federal laws regulating the 
control of Congressional elections has 
passed both houses of Congress and 
only awaits the signature of the Presi- 
dent to become a law. After several 
weeks’ discussion the Senate today 
finally came to a vote on the House 
bill repealing the Federal election laws 
and passed it by a vote of 39 to 28. 
A number of amendments were pre- 
sented by Republicans, but they were 
voted down, the Democrats not even 
taking the trouble to join in the de 
bate on the amendatory proposition. 
Senator Stewart of Nevada voted 
with the Democrats on every proposi- 
tion, giving as his reason that he 
thought the power of the Executive was 
already too great and that the central- 
izing tendency of the age should be 
checked at once if the republic is to 
survive. 


and Peffer also voted with the Demo- 
crats on every amendment and on the 
main bill. The measure, as it passed 
the Senate, is identical with the bill 
as it passed the House. 

By a vote of 175 to 57 the House to- 
day adopted a resolution condemning 
Minister Stevens and sustaining the 
Hawaiian policy of Cleveland. Tiie 
Republicans filibustered against it to 
the end. Upon the first vote the reso- 
lution was carried, yeAs, 174; nays, 3, 
and an interesting parliamentary ques- 


stead of 179, was not a quorum, four 
seats being vacant on account of 
deaths. The Speaker held that a ma- 
jority of members chosen and living 
constituted a quorum, quoting in sup- 
port of his position a review of the 
subject made by the Speaker in the 
Fi.ty-first Congress.

After voting upon the resolutions had 
been completed Mr. Bland made an at- 
tempt to get up the bill for the coinage 
of the silver seigniorage. The Eastern 
Democrats, led by Gen. Tracey and 
Representative Cockran, inaugurated 
filibustering, in which they were joined 
by a majority of the Republicans, al- 
though a few of the latter indicated 
by their votes that they favored con- 
sideration of the bill, and for four 
hours Mr. Bland and the remainder of 
the Democrats were held at bay, 

Finding it impossible to secure a 
quorum to proceed with the considera- 
tion of the bill and that the House 
might be dead-locked indefinitely upon 
the proposition, Mr. Bland directed his 
efforts toward securing the adoption of 
a resolution to revoke all leaves of 
absence and to instruct the sergeant 
at-arms to arrest the absentees. After 
a persistent struggle, which lasted until 
7 o'clock, Mr. Bland was successful and 
the resolution passed. In order to 
make it still.more effective the order 
was made to oontinue until vacated 
by the House.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SPNATE.—Senator 
Cameron of Pennsylvania presented a 
large number of pet s against thé 
Wiisen bill. 

Senator Cameron also presented an 
amendment to the bill, postponing till 
January 1, 1896, the date for it to go into 
effect.

In the course of the colloquy between 
Senator Gray and Sena'tor Hoar, the 
latter alluded to the election of 1876, 
when the elections in New York were 
fair’ because of the operation and ef- 
fect of these very laws. Senator Gray 
retorted by reading from a report cited 
by Hoar another extract alleging whole- 
sale frauds in Philadelphia in the same 
year, when the entire Ideal and -na- 
tional government was in the hands of 
the Republicans. 
Senator Cameron interrupted, and, 
after calling again for the reading of 
the pasSage referred to said: “I hap- 
pened to have a good deal of knowledge 
of the election of 1876. I was Secretary 
of War, as the Senaltor will remember. 
The elections in Pennsylvania that year 
were as honest as the eleotions in any 
part of the world. They have been hon- 
est, and always will be, because we are

“IT hope this amendment will be sat- 
isfactory to the other side,’’ said Sen- 
ator Chandler. “By it the various sec- 
tions of the existing law providing for 
marshals and supervisors will be re- 
pealed, but we shall still have the 
crimes act and crimes against suffrage 
in connection with Congressional elec- 
tions will still be punishable under the 
United States statutes and in the 
United States courts.” 

Again the yeas and nays were de- 
manded and this amendment, too, was 
defeated, the vote being 27 to 38. An- 
other amendment was presented by Sen- 
ator Chandler to restrict the scope of 
the repeal by retaining a still smaller 
number of “crimes*’ provisions, but it 
28 to 39. 

Senator Chandler then presented an 
amendment designed to retain certain 
provisions of the act of May 31, 1870, 
and to this amendment, he said, he 
asked the special igeention of Senator 
Stewart. 

“After the Senator from Nevada,” 
said Mr. Chandler, “had succeeded as 
the grand champion of freedom in the 
Senate chamber in securing the adop- 
tion of the Fifteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution, he followed it bythe 
passage of this statute. He declared 
then that the constitutional. amend- 
ment was worthle@s. Congress made a 
law to enforce it. Does he intend to 
contribute his vote here to strike down 
a portion of one of the greatest and 
noblest acts of his life”’ 

“At the time the bill passed,” said 
Senator Stewart, ‘“‘we had just passed 
through a civil war. Many things were 
necessary then that are not now. The 
States nrust assert their rights; they 
must be upon the side of the people. 
I don’t think they have any protection 
against the Federal government. Any 
social law that might be supplanted 
by a State law, I want to see wiped 
from the statute books.” The amend- 
ment was rejected by a vote of 28 to 
39. 


Senator Perkins of California offered 
an amendment making the Federal elec- 
tion law applicable to cities of 200,000 
or over instead of to cities of 20,000 or 
over as provided by the existing laws, 
The amendment was rejected, 27 to 39, 
and several other amendments next 
presented by Mr. Chandler were re- 
jected by a viva voce vote. A vote was 
then taken on the passage of the bill 
at 6 o’clock and the repeal was adopted 
by a vote of 39 yeas, 28 nays, as fol- 
lows:

Three Hundred Shots Fired in 
the Dark.

The Fatalities All Take Place 
Ashore. 


Da Gama’s Cruiser Runs the Gauntlet—She 
is Struck, but Apparently Uninjured— 
Pour Men Killed and One 
Wounded. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 12.—(Copy- 
righted, 1894, by Cable and Associated 
Press.) The comparative quiet which 
has prevailed for ten days was inter- 
rupted yesterday by an encounter be- 


followed by an attack by the rebel 
fleets and batteries upon the shore de- 
fences of the city. Later in the day 
another fight took place at Santa Ana 
and Ponta da Areia. All of the fight- 
ing, however, only resulted in the kill- 
ing of four men and the mortally 
wounding of a fifth, The loss of the 
rebels is not known. 

The arrival of the Aquidaban was 
something of a surprise to all. The 
night of January 11 was unusually cold. 
Under cover of fog the Aquidaban ap- 
proached and was almost under the 
shadow of Fort Santa Cruz before she 
Was seen. This was at 4:20 a. m., 
Instantly firing began from Fort Santa 
Cruz and a moment later Fort St. 
John joined in the fight. Little Fort 
Baje, further inside the bay, also sent 
her quota to increase the hail of mis- 
siles, which rattled around the daring 
Aquidaban. At that range, however, 
not a shot reached the mark, and with- 
out deigning to reply the big black 
ship silently passed on into the narrow 
channel between the fortresses. 

Fort Santa Cryz, not 300 yards away 
from the Aquidaban, worked her guns 
furiously, sending a plunging fire down 
upon the decks of the warship. Fort 
St. John, a mile away, sent its heavi- 
est projectiles against the rebel ship’s 
broadside, while Furt Lage swept her 
decks with a raking fire. The ship 
could hardly be subjected to a more 
severe test and the Aquidaban was ap- 
parently uninjured. For half an hour 
the fight continued until the Aquidaban 
dropped anchor alongside the Taman- 
dere out of range of all hostile bat- 
teries. 

Perhaps 300 shots had been fired, at 
ranges of from 600 yards to two miles, 
with guns from a 9-inch caliber to 6- 
pounders, yet there was absolutely no 
damage done. The Aquidabaran, al- 
though struck heavily several times, 
was practically unhurt and not a sin- 
gle shot, either. from her batteries or 
from Fort Villegagnon, struck anyone 
of the government forts. Later, the 
Guanabara, one of the rebel torpedo- 
cruisers, opened fire at 5:30 o'clock 
a.m., on the shore batteries erected to 
protect the customhouse on Coloras Is- 
land and cruiser Trajano joined the 
Guanabara, and still later the Libertad, 
withDa Gama’s flag flying, also came 
into action. The latter, however, con- 
tented herself with’ firing three heavy 
projectiles, which passed over the 
shore defenses and buried themselves 
in the heart of the city. 

The only fatalties reported were 
caused by the explosion in the city of 
a heavy shell fired by the Guanabara, 
which killed four men, namely: Pedre 
Mainetti, a policeman; Manuel de Je- 
sus Gadarela, a shoemaker; Americo 
Duarte, an apothecary, and Manuel 
Gonzalez de Silva, a medical student. 

The firing ceased after a time, only 
to be renewed at 3 o’clock p.m., 
against Santa Ana and Pont da Areia, 
where it was replied to by the bat- 
teries there and at Madama and Do 


tle damage being done. 

Later in the evening a few more 
shots were fired into the city, and an 
unknown man was badly injured. Con- 
tre-Admiral Julio de Novouha’' has as- 
sumed command of the government's 
naval forces heretand elsewhere.

Ruy Barseray in oposition to Dr. Mor- 
raes. Their candidate for vice-presi- 
dent is not yet known.

NIHILISTS. 


Riotous Strikers in Conflict 
With Russian Troops. 


A Pitched Battle in Which Some on Both 
Sides Were Killed—The Govern- 
ment’s Foes Actively 
at Work.

PERM, (Russia) Feb. 7.—(By Cable 
and Associated Press.) A riot occurred 
at the large tron works at Mizhnee 
Taghilsk in the Ural Mountains which 
was participated in by 5900 workmen. 
The strike was on account of low 
wages and a Nihilist propaganda. The 
local authorities were unable to core 
with the disturbance and a large force 
of troops was sent to the scene. 

A pitched battle ensued in which 
many rioters were killed and a number 
of soldfers shot or stoned to death. 
The troops were finally repuised and 
were forced to fortify themselves while 
reinforcements were sent for. When 
these arrived the attack was renewed 
and the rioters were finally driven off 
after killing many more. 

It is said that Nihilists are urging 
their propaganda in many parts of 
the empire and that the government 
is compelled to take energetic meas- 
ures to suppress it.

One of them says he 
knew Wood before the war and recog- 
nizes him as Wood. 


HUNTINGTON AGAIN, 


The Magnate'’s Refunding Bill—A Recom- 
mendation That Didn't Carry.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(By ‘the As 
sociated Press.) The treasury balance 
today is stated to be $117,115,325, the 
first time it has been above the $100,- 
000,000 mark “for several months, 
This is accounted for solely by the pay- 
ments of subscriptions for the new 
5-per cent. bonds. Of this increase 
$28,656,294 is gold and $5,863,140 cur. 
rency. 

THE SUB-TREASURY. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Up to noon to- 
day, the sub-treasury had received 
about $43,500,000 gold on account of the 
bonds. The total amount to be re- 
ceived at the sub-treasury here out of 
$59,000,000 (round figures,) which the 
government will receive (principal and 
premium) altogether for the bonds is 
about $49,000,000. Just how much of 
the $34,500,000 gold already received 
here is new gold, that is gold that has 
not been previously withdrawn from 
the sub-treasury by the redemption of 
greenbacks for the purpose of paying 
for the bonds, the treasury officials are 
not able to say today. It has been 
noticed, however, during the last few 
days, that the redemption of green- 
backs has been unusually heavy, as 
much as $1,000,000 having been pre« 
sented for that purpose in one lot. 

So far from suffering any serious 
drain of its gold, the treasury is likely 
rather to be used as a dumping ground 
for an over-supply which seems to 
have become burdensome to many 
banks, Signs abound that in. some 
larger cities it will be a positive relief 
te get a plethora of gold reduced, 
Offers have been made lately from sev- 
eral quarters of all gold the treasury 
would accept in exchange for paper of 
any sort, even silver certificates, The 
trouble is that the supply of paper is 
too low to permit compliance.

To accompany the order made sus- 
taining the demurrer to the complaint 
in the case of Annie Pratt et al. vs. 
Anah Mansfield and John Mansfield et 
aj). Judge Clark has prepared an opin- 
ion in which he fully reviews the 
points at issue and in dispute, stating 
his reasons for making the order 
named. 

After BE; L. Campbell had been ap- 
pointed guardian of Mrs. Pratt the 
suit to obtain an injunction, restraining 
the Mansfields from drawing out of the 
Farmers’ and-~- Merchants’ Bank any 
part of the $18,881.92 on deposit there 
and the bank from paying out such 
money until the courts should decide 
the matter as to whether or no an 
accounting in Mrs. Pratt’s estate 
should be made by the defendants, was 
commenced. To the complaint the de- 
murrer was interposed, it being prayed 


‘that the temporary injunction he dis- 


solved, While sustaining the demurrer 
Judge Clark did not dissolve the ‘n- 
junction, but gave leave io the plain- 
tiffs to amend, which has been done, the 
substance of the revised docament hav- 
ing been published in The Times 
Tuesday. 

The opinion as filed yesterday in 
Department Two reads as foilows: 

“A motion to strike out certain fpor- 
tions of the complajnt and a metion 
to dissolve a temporary injunction 
herein are submitted together. 

“The motion to strike cut the al'cga- 
tions contained in the third and fourth 
paragraphs of the comptuint must be 
granted. The right ic recover the 
money and property aileged tu have 
been fraudulently obtaiaed by detend- 
ants from the incompetent pluintift 
rests in that plaintiff, and who, in the 
event of her death, would be entitled,’ 
under the statutes.of succession to 
succeed to her estate, is not now mate- 
rial.

cially drawn, states, I think, a cause 
of action properly cognizaWe in a 
court of equity. ‘t een @e 


from the complaint, the allegations of 


which for the purn»ses of the demu.rer 
must, of course, be taken to be true, 
that the plaintiff, Annie A. Pratt was, 
on January 6, 1894, adjudged en in- 
competent person and a guardian of 
her person and estate duly appointed; 
that for two years past she has been an 
incompetent and of unsound mind, and 
that during that period has been tinder 
the care and control “f the defendants, 
John Mansfield and Anah i. Mansi¢id; 
that said defendants, with kncew'cage 
of the mental con:lition of said plein-

So, 
too, the objection that there is a mis- 
joinder of parties plaintif€é is well 
taken. The heading of the complaint

first to be approved by the Board of 
Health and then adopted by the City 
Council. 

The proposed ordinance does not re- 
quire any board of plumbing and pro- 
vides that plumbers ¢thall register at 
the health office. It regulates cess- 
pools and permits them to be located 
in places where they will not inter- 
fere with surrounding houses. Soil 
pipes are required to be of cast-iron 
not less than four inches in diameter. 
They must run up to a height of six 
inches above the highest point of the 
roof and must not end within eight feet 
of a door or window. 

Water closet apartments must. be 
connected with the open air by means 
of a window or air shaft or duct. 
Tenement houses having apartments 
for more than one family must have a 
closet for each and a tank for each 
closet. Rain water conductors or 
cellar drains must not connect with 
soil or waste pipes except by a special 
permit of the Board of Health. The 
sizes of soil pipes for buildings of 
different heights are regulated. What 
is known as the intercepting slop-hop- 
per is not required by the new ordi- 
nance, 


LICENSE TAX. 


The Merchants Will Not Press the Matter 
Before the City Council. 

It is thought the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation may not press its claims for 
the abandonment of the tax known as 
the merchants’ license tax. It will 
be-remembered a communication from 
the Executive Committee of that or- 
ganization was presented at the last 
meeting of the City Council, in which 
communication it was stated as having 
been understood between the Council 
and the association that the tax would 
be abandoned March 1. 

Several of the Councilmen state that 
they believe there is justice in the 
request of the merchants and that the 
present system is virtually the taxing 
of a man for his enterprise. 

Others of the Councilmen say that 
under the circumstances they cannot 
see how the tax can be removed be- 
fore the next tax levy goes into effect. 
They. state that inasmuch as no pro- 
vision was made for such removal 
when the tax levy for the present year 
was fixed they cannot see how the 
lax can at present be removed. 

There seems, however, tq be a feel- 
ing that there will be ng? clash between 
the Council and the business men. The 
providing of work for the unemployed 
has been a heavy drain upon the 


scarcely money enough to run the year 
out. With the tax removed the condi- 
tion will be even more serious. 

It is believed therefore that, inasmuch 
as thé payment of the comparatively 
small tax is in reality giving the city 
money to provide’ work for. those 
greatly” in need of it, the merchants 
may be induced to quietly submit to 
the tax until the time for fixing the 
next tax levy when they may come 
before the Council and make some ar- 
rangement for the ensuing year.

IRRIGATION INTERESTS. 


Place of Meeting of “the Next Internationa 
Congress. 

The next international irrigation: con- 
gress, such as the one held here last Oc- 
tober, is expected to be held next Sep- 
tember. The choice of locwtions for the 
important gathering, it Is understood, 
lies between Denver and Carson City, 
with the chances in favor of the former. 

The California Staite Committee is al- 
ready preparing for the event. Statis- 
tics are being procured, Which are in- 
tended to cover the entire arid regions 
of the State. This data will include 
information regarding the rainfall at 
various places, the portions of the year 
when there is no rain in such places, 
the opportunities for Water storage, the 
amount of water running to waste in 
the streams, the area of arid lands 
owned by the government, and the 
amount of land that can be irrigated 
with the water available. 

Supplied with such information, the 
committee will go to the congress, as 
will similarly supplied committees from 
other States in the arid region. 

With these submitted to the congress, 
that body will have the facts and fig- 
ures on which to base a strong me- 
morial to the National Congress at 
Waghing'ton, as it is expected the con- 
gress will decide to do,

DENVER, Feb. 7.<(By the Assoch 
ated Press.)

HIS TROUBLES OVER. 


Death of John Todt from a MNemorrhage of 
the Lungs. 

The angelus was ringing out from 
the belfry of the Cathedral, on Main 
street, yesterday morning as a Times 
reporter rounded the corner of San 
Pedro and Fourth streets. On the cor- 
ner is a large lodging-house called the 
“Golden Home,” Kept by John J. Orth, 
and occupied chiefly by mechanics and 
laborers. 

Room No. 63 of this house faces San 
Pedro street and is on a level with the 
street, and is occupied by E. Timer- 
man, a watchmaker and jeweler, in a 
small way. In the dim light of morn- 
ing the reporter perceived what he 
took to be a drunken man lying on the 
porch, and was passing on, when 
something in the rigid outline of the 
figure made him pause, and, stepping 
over, he placed his fingers on the out- 
stretched wrist of a corpse. 

In response to inquiries Mr. Orth 
stated that the man had-been rooming 
with him for some three months, and 
had only worked three days in that 
time, and was in arrears for rent. His 
name was John Todt, a native of 
Schleswig-Holstein, and, as far as he 
knew, was an upholsterer by trade. 
Mr. Orth supposed that he had been 
taken with hemorrhage in the early 
morning, and had endeavored to reach 
Timmerman’s room, and Kad fallen 
dead—he being far gone in consump- 


tion. 
Peter Miller, who keeps the Cape 
Horn saloon on Upper Main street, 


stated that he had known the deceased 
for over four vears. He came from San 
Francisco with his wife, who was a 
dressmaker, and two children, and had 
lived a long time on the corner of 
| Main and -Alpine streets. He failed to 
' support his wife, and some time ago 
she left him and went to her brother- 
in-law, a man named Walsh, who lives 
in Monterey, 

The body was removed to Sharp's 
undertaking establishment on Spring 
street, and an inquest held, and a ver- 
dict rendered in accordance with the 
facts,

CALIFORNIA AT THE WORLD'S PAIR. 


Information which has been received 
from Chicago in regard to the awards 
that have been made to exhibitors at 
the World’s Fair is most encouraging, 
not to say flattering to California. 
John Boyd Thatcher reports that 250.- 
000 separate exhibits were examined 
and reported on at Chicago. Excluding 
France, Norway and individual exhib- 
itors who withdrew from examination, 
there was a total record of 65,422 indi- 
vidual exhibitors at exposition. 
Awards were made to 21,000 exhibitors, 
but from the fact of their representa- 
tion in a number of instances in more 
than one group, these exhibitors re- 
eeived 23,757 awards. For instance, 
John Doe of San Francisco, @ machin- 
ist, might make an exhibit of his ma- 
chinery and secure an award thereon; 
he might also own a grain and fruit 
farm and from his products displayed 
might secure an award in both the agri- 
cultural and horticultural departments, 
making three awards to one exhibitor. 

According to the act passed by Con- 
gress an authorization was made pro- 
viding for a number not to exceed 
50,000 medals. These medals will all be 
of bronze, exactly uniform in size and 
of equal value. When, therefore, an 
exhibit6® who has received an award 
states that he received the highest 
award or, as is frequently stated, the 
first prize at the exposition, he is, 
unconsciously, perhaps, making a mis- 
statement. Every successful exhibitor 
in California and other States and 
countries will receive one medal. 

A summing up of the correspondence 
between the office of the State Com- 
mission and the Bureau of Awards, to- 
gether with such lists as were prooured 
from Mr. Thatcher's office before leaving 
Chicago, shows that awards to Califor- 
nia exhibitors will stand about as fol- 
lows: Department of Horticulture, 74 
individual exhibitors, representing prob- 
ably 100 awards; Department of Viti- 
culture, 46 awards to individual ex- 
nibitors, representing possibly 60 or 70 
successful exhibits. Judged by the in- 
formation now at hand, California will 
now receive as many awards for her 
wines as all other States in the Union 


combined. There are 17 awards in flort- 


culture to California exhibitors; 6 
awards in the Transportation Depart- 
ment, representing 10 successful ex- 
hibits. In the Department of Agricul- 
ture 39 awards were granted to exhib- 
itors throughout the State, representing 
possibly 50 successful exhibits. 

Taken altogether, this is certainly a 
remarkable showing for a State which 
forty years ago was regarded as a des- 
ert and whose only exports consisted 
of hides and tallow. ot 


A PLEA FOR A PARK. 


At the rate things are now going on, 
there will soon be an end to the relief 
whith the city is now giving the un- 
employed. Applications have been pil- 
ing in until now there are considerably 
more than three hundred men waiting 
for a chance to work, while about four 
hundred men are being employed.

We refer to the Elysian Park, which, 
as-some of our citizens are not aware, 
is located in the northwest portion of 
Los Angeles city. The people of San 
Francisco are justly proud of.-their 
Golden Gate Park, where millions of 
deliars have been spent in turning a 
waste of drifting sand into a paradise, 
which excites the admiration of all 
visitors. Here, within the city limits 
of Los Angeles, there are hundreds of 
acres devoted to park purposes, which, 
by the expenditure of one-tenth of the 


_- amount that has been put into Golden 


Gate Park, could be made the most 
unique and beautiful park in the United 
States, and yet there are actually hun- 
dreds of people in Los Angeles who 
have lived here for a*numbe? of years 
and do not know where Elysian Park 
is. Such being the case it is no won- 
der that the authorities do not show 
much inclination to spend money for 
improvement on this park, but ,are 


‘yather inclined to put it where it/will 
‘do the most good, that is to say, in 
‘the neighborhood of 
‘where the most people are located ‘who

The only piece of land within gthe lim- 
its of the city of Los Angeles that is 
available for this purpose is what is 
known as Elysian Park, and as al- 
ready &tated, it is a tract of land that 
is capable of being made the most 
attractive park in the United States 
and one of the most beautiful in the 
world. It is really astonishing how 
few of our citizens have explored the 
beauties of this intcresting strip. of 
land which lies within a mile of the 
geographical center of the city. Stran- 
gers who are taken for a drive over 
these rolling hills are lost in admira- 
tion at the succession of magnificent 
views which they afford, and never 
fail to express surprise that so little 
should have been done to make this 
beautiful tract available as a pleasure 
ground for the citizens. There are sev- 


) eral features which combine to make 


Elysian Park unique among the parks 
of this country. In the first place, as 
stated, the views from the summits of 
the hills—or rather mountains—within 
the park are of a most interesting and 
varied character, embracing within 
their range the ocean, the great plain 
which ‘stretches from Los Angeles to 
the sea, the beautiful Cahuenga foot- 
hills, dotted here and there with at- 
tractive homes embowered among 
trees, the rugged range of hills that 
shuts in the Cahuenga Valley on the 
north, the long line of mountains, 
snow-capped in winter, which extend 
from the northern part of Los An- 
geles county down into Riverside and 
San Bernardino, and a>»: panoramic 
view Of the city with its suburbs such 
as can be obtained from no other 
point. In addition to this, from the 
hills on the northern boundary of the 
park there is a beautiful view of the 
valley of the Los Angeles River as 
far north as Burbank. 

Another feature which distinguishes 
this park from almost any other in 
the United States is the fact that a 
considerable portion of the more ele- 
vated land is in what is known as 
the “frostless belt,’’ being a continua- 
tion of. the strip that runs along the 
Cahuenga foothils, where the most del- 
icate vegetables grown all the 
winter. Thus it would be possible to 
grow within the limits of this park 
all the most delicate sub-tropical 
plants and trees such as cannot be 
seen elsewhere in this country, except 
in Florida and some of the Gulf 
States. In fact the Elysian Park 
might be used as an experimental sta- 
tion for the purpose of testing new 
varieties of plants and trees of a deli- 
cate character. 

All that has been done thus far to 
improve this tract of land has been 
to grade a winding road along the 
crest of the hills, and to plant some 
thousands of trees, mostly eucalyptus, 
of several varieties. In spite of draw- 
backs, such as an insufficient supply 
of -water, these trees have flourished 
remarkably well, and one may now 
drive for miles through leafy groves 
which’ ‘afférd' ‘A grateful shade on a 
summer day, or even sometimes on a 
winter day such as we have in South- 
ern California. There are steep and 
rugged hillsides, where the sage and 
and a 
hundred other fragrant plants spring 
up among the bowlders. Here, among 
these hills and valleys, one may lose 
himself, and it often seems impossible 
to believe that one is within half an 
hour’s walk of The Times office. 

The Times has frequently called at- 
tention to the attractions and possi- 
bilities of this natural park, and so 
have our contemporaries, but there 
appears to have been little repult. 
From time to time a few dollars are 
grudgingly allowed from the park fund 
to this, which is the*only possible park 
in Los Angeles, anda few men are put 
to work, but the improvement thus ef- 
fected is scarcely noticeable. Now, if 
our citizens would go to work and get 
up a subscription for the purpose of 
giving employment to the destitute 
who are among us, this would be a 
grand opportunity to do something of 
a solid and permanent character in 
the way of improving the park and 
converting it into a resort which we 


+ may be proud to show visitors. 


And when Elysian Park is finished 
and “fenced in’’—or before—there may 
be presented an opportunity for the 
city to acquire another, and even 
larger and finer park, embracing the 
bosky hills, fertile valleys and pic- 
turesque canons of Los Feliz Rancho, 
hard by. 


A Spanish general has been receiv 
by the Sultan of Morocco and the lat- 
ter made a speech on the occasion.

In some cases, such for Instance 4s 
when it is a tribe like the Apaches, 
thaf have to be handled, this is, per- 
haps, the only practical course to pur- 
sue, but the Yaquis are made of very 
different material. If they had been so 
fortunate as to live wnder the Stars 
and Stripes they would doubtless be as 
civilized today as are the residents of 
our Indian Territory. ~~ 


That the Hawaiian question should 
have resolved itself into a party ques- 
tion in the House is not surprising. 
Mr. Cleveland has made this a party 
question by his obstinate adherence to 
a course which was condemned by a 
great majority of the people of this 
country. The Democrats will have to 
shoulder the responsibility for the Ha- 
waiian affair, even though a number of 
Mr. Cleveland's followers do not ap- 
prove of his course. 


It is reported from Washington that 
Secretary Carlisie “is not strenuously 
opposed to the coinage of the seignior- 
age.”” Now, if Mr. Carlisle would only 
zo a little further and come out 
squarely in favor of the proposition— 
that is to say, unless he can produce 
some better reasons for not doing so 
than have yet been advianced—he would 
be meeting the wishes of a large num- 
ber of the American people. 


It is to be hoped that the request of 


rate from Chicago to the Missouri 
River on passenger rates from Cali- 
fornia will be granitted. Such a reduc- 
tion would do much to increase travel 
in this direction.

No one can have watched either 
the personal or the _ ecclesiastical 
character modern American Ro- 
manists without feeling how much 
the elements of assertiveness, ag- 
gressiveness and assumption have 
come to mark both the §  indi- 
viduals and the attitude of the church, 
There is not time, in a brief editorial, 
to enter into any detailed examination 
of the varied and successive evidences 
of this, which can be found by any- 
body who is willing to study the history 
of the middle ages: Nor are we con- 
cerned just here to enter largely upon 
arguments as to dogma and doétrine; 
though it is somewhat curious to see 
a reputable Roman priest in this coun- 
try stating that St. Peter presided in 
the council at Jerusalem; and a man 


in Archbishop’s Corrigan’s position beg- , 


ging the whole question about the 
meaning of the passage in St. Matthew 
xvi, by misquoting our Lord’s words to 
read:, “Upon thee will I build My 
church.”’ The Romanists are today 
only 9,000,000 out of 63,000,000 in tha 
United States. They have, by actual 
computation, undoubtedly lost more by 
the indifference and falling away of 
their own people, a dozen times over, 
than they have gained by the now and 
then rare perversions to their ranks, 
And yet they manage somehow to keep 
themselves constantly and conspicuous- 
ly before the public mind; and both 
press and the people of this country 
seem quite ready to afford them the op. 
portunity for advertising themselves 
without expense. That the Protestant 
world is not a little responsible for the 
coolest and most constant of their 
assumptions cannot be doubted. They 
chose their own name when they in- 
serted. into the old ecumenical creed 
of the church the word Roman, as the 
definition of themselves, and they there- 
by declared themselves schismatic, as 
well as heretical, by the addition of 
new articles to the faith.

Thirdly, we come to the most im- 
portant and dangerous feature of all,

thority in the affairs of this world, 
and, above all, temporal rulers. Al-

never will be. Indeed, it cannot be, 
for the prime doctrine of the Roman 
church is that it is entirely -and eter- 
nally right, while all who oppose it are 
eternally wrong, and, will be damned 
to all eternity.

The. comiplainant, a sprightly and vol- 
uble Englishwoman, who was the, only 


witness for the prosecution, _testifi 


to the effect that on the afternoon. of 
Jamuary 31 last she visited the defend- 
ant at his office in the Stimson build- 
ing for the purpose of having her eye- 
Sight tested. While she was sitting in 
the operating chair Dr, Miller applied 
some solution to her right eye, causing 
excruciating pain. Fearing that. she 
was losing her sight she cried, out: 
“Great God, doctor, you've destroyed 
my eye! and the defendant, after 
glanciri¢g at the bottle from which he 
had taken the solution hurriedly dashed 
wetter into her eye and did everything 
he could to relieve her. 

After she had bathea her injured eye 
without effect, the burning sensation 
still continuting, she demanded the 
name of the acid Miller had used and 
announced-her intention of going to 
another doctor for an antidote. The 
defehdant, however, refused to tell her 
and she thereupon grabbed a bottle in 
each hand and rusted from. the room.

Upon cross-examination Mrs. Furniss 
worked herself up to a pitch of excite- 
ment almost equivalent to that which 
she must have experienced at the time 
of the occurrence she was relating. 
She stated that she was recommended 
to Miller by ner husband’s physician, 
Dr. Davisson, who told her that 
he was a good oculist. Although she 
had no trouble with her eyes, she: was 
advised by Dr. Davisson to change 


the glasses she had worn for eight} 


years for stronger ones, as her sight 
grew. older with her increasing age. 
When. Miller examined her eyes, upon 
her first visit, he told her that the 
right eye was slightly inflamed, and 
treated her for it.

the wrong solution. and done -allyhe 
could to relieve her pain; Adding - 
umphantly: “He got the-bottles; but 
got the, jabel.”” She admitted that~ Mil- 
ler had  »fféred to take her to another 
doctor=after the accident, and that 
she had refused his offer. She also 
mitted that she was desperate at the 
time she essayed to escape front’ the 
office with the bottles in her hands, 
but stoutly maintained that she knew 
what she was doing all the time.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


High Jinks in the High School. 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 7.—(To the Edi- 
tor of The Times.) A topic of much 
general interest in soclkety seems just 
now to be our High School. The air ts 
thick with rumors concerning it—its 
management, its principal, and Tis 
teaichers—ite frolics, its fights and its 
temperature, , 

The High Schoo! is, or should be, a 
matter of deep interest to all citizens 
Who look on the public school as a 
great factor incforming the character 
and status of their children. 

The outside observer can see some 
things for himself, but those who are 
best acquainted with the workings of 
the schicol are, of course, the teachers 
and pupils. Under the autocratic rule 
of the present school board, the teachers 
cannot be expected to jeopartilze what 
little tenure of office they may have by 
any disclosure of internal disorder. 

While the criticism of any one of th 
High School pupils might be Nerarties 
as prejudice or immature judgment, the 
reiterated complaints on many points 
that have come from hundreds during 
the past term are entitled to considera- 
tion,Sat least from parenits and guard- 
ians. Kf there is a tithe of truth in the 
stories tha't are afloat, it is quite time 
thet radical changes were made, or, as 
has been suggested, that the High 
School be albolished. The general laxity 
of the new management seems to be 
affecting every department. The past 
week has been one of jollificatidn ail 
around. The festivities of thé ¢gradu- 
ating class seem to have permeated the 
whole institution, until from the num- 
ber of entertainments, the planning, 
rehearsing and decorating, consuming 
the time of study and recitations, Httle 
else has been accomplished. As _to*or- 
der and discipline, when a professor’ of 
mathemattics allows a frolic to take the 
place of his recitation, and his own boy- 
ish spirits to lead him to take part.in Jit 
himeelf, are we to consider the incident 
an instance of the “manly influence’ 
So much desired for the school. The 
scr with young Tyler is claimed to be 
only one of several episodes that were 
characterized by about equal dignity 
and discretion. That papnticular one 
happendd to reach the public. It is 
even said that one of the hady teachers 
played the part of bride in a mock mar- 
riage with the next graduating class. 
A ring was used, the responses were 
repealted after a reader, and she was 
duly declared to ‘be married.to the 
class. When she took charge of the 
class, the young men, ranging from 17 
to 20 years of age, formed in a row 
and each claimed and received a kiss 
from the bride. Comment is scarcely 
needed on the management or lack of 
management thalt permits such occur- 
rences in the highest department of the 
public schools. A very unique number 
on one of the programmes, given last 
week, was the competitive exhibition of 
class yells. Att the close of one of tthe 
entertainments, the different classes 
gathered in groups and gave their class 
yells, each one striving to outtyell the 
other. This in the general assembly 
room. After all, it may be that the 
school board that. localtted the High 
School alongside the graveyard 
builded betiter than they knew. 

These are some of the happenings of 
one week. It is certainly a deplorable 
state of affairs when careful home- 
training is set at naught by the prac- 
tice of school life, when the orderly, 
well-conducted pupils from the. gram- 
mar grades are demoralized bya few 
months in the High Schol. Is it. too} 
much to expect the lady teacher-to set 
an example of womanly dignity and 
propriety to our young daughters? or 
is it too much to expect the principal 
to be enough of a man to insure or- 
der, to respect and-4o ap- 
proach in me measure the ‘systém 
and method we have been wWont_ to 
have in years past. * 

However, the foregoing covers but a 
part of the general discontent among 
both parents and students. HMereto- 
fore foreign languages have been’ elec. 
tive. A student, if he chose, might 
confine himself to English studies, 
science, mathematics and literature. 
Now students in the English course 
are told that the y must take one 
foreign language, French, or Spanish, 
willy nilly. At the same time, those 
who take Latin are denied the privi- 
lege of modern languages. Although the 
Latin student make take both Latin 
and Greek, he may not take Latin or 
Greek with either French, German or 
Spanish. When all colleges are lessen- 
ing the required study in the ancient 
languages and encouraging that.of 
the modern ones, this inconsistency: 
seems inexplicable. If there is any 
rhyme or reason for it, the parents 
would like to have it explained to 
them. And now, when a knowledge 
of the laws of health is considered of 
more importance than ever before, Mr. 
Cates has taken physiolcgy out of the 
required course and made it an elec: 
tive study. Now, a pupil may graduate 
without any idea of how many teeth 
he is entitled to, or any appreciation 
of the relative values of foods, but « 
foreign language he must have. Here- 
tofore, in the High School as well as 
in those of San Francisco and Oak. 
land, and in any others of which I 
can obtain information, four subjects 
have been required. It has been the 
experience of educators that the aver- 
age boy and girl in ordinary health, 
can easily do justice to that amount 
of work. Indeed, four studies is the 
least number accepted by the average 
college or university. So that practi- 
cally our children are wasting one- 
quarter of their time. And yet they 
are neither weak mentally nor physic. 
ally inferior. ‘By what chance the 
School Board discovered Mr.*Cates, 
is not generally known. But as he 
was a stranger, and they could have 
no personal knowledge of his ability, 
it is only fair to suppose he was wel) 
recommended. At this writing Mr. 
Cates is no longer a stranger. He has 
made his record. During the last five 
months he has_ fully demonstrated 
what he can do. When he took charge 
of the High School, it was in excellent 
repute. In five months it has »become 
a reproach and a byword. Heretofore a 
graduate of the Los Angele# High 
School was eligible for admisSion t6 
Berkeley. It has already fallen so fhr 
below the required standard that thera 
is danger of having it dropped from 
the “prefered list.”’ That is, from the 
list of schools in which the teaching 
is considered up to a certain grade of 
excellence. 

Now, it is respectfully suggested to 
our Board of Education that a mistake 
and an error of judgment is pardon- 
able, provided honest effort be made 
to rectify it. But that it would be 


ent wretched condition to 
So wide-spread is the general discon- 
tent that already the attendance has 
fallen off from fifteen to twenty per 
cent., while the evil to be expected 
from the laxity in intellectual and 
moral methods, we can not begin to 
estimate.

FIFTEEN YEARS 


An American Captive Among the 
—--Cocopahs, 


A Story of San Diego County Indians— 
The Man With the Queer 
Tattoo on Him—A 
Curious Tale. 


(San Diego Unions Two Mexicans 
named” "Jose Rodriguez and Juan 
Romero and' an American named All- 
cock. arrived in the city last week from 
the desert, bringing specimens of very 
rich gold ore and various crystals, in- 
cluding topaz, garnet, and carnelian, 
which they claimed to have discovered 
on the desert about, twenty miles south 
of the American line. They would not 
.describe the locality at greater detail, 
but looked around for some mining 
man who would go with them to the 
spot and locate the gold claims, and 
investigate their finds of crystals. A 
mining man obtained samples of ‘the 
ore for assay and ;the Mexicans are 
awaiting his decision,.,They are with- 
out money. 

They told this man that at or near 
‘the place where the gold rock was 
tound, they discovered tools of an 
ancient pattern, fairly well preserved, 
and an old Latin book in the rubbish 
of an almost obliterated adobe build- 
ing. The book was brought to this city 
as an evidence of the truth of their 
‘story. Rodriguez, who seems to be 
quite well educated, is inclined to be- 
‘lieve the old building was the remains 
of an early mission, or a branch of the 
Santa. Catarina mission, posted in a 
section more accessible to the Indian 
settlements of those days, and near the 
spot where the Indians mined gold for 
the padres. About three miles from the 
old adobe, at a large spring in a can- 
yon, the men found pomegranate trees, 
grape vines and other fruits, growing 
wild, but evidently the growth of 
former planting. 

The American, Alleock, did not re 
main long in town but returned to 
the Cocopah country. He met the two 
Mexicans on the desert, and contin- 
ued with them on their prospecting 
trip. He told them that he had lived 
among the Cocopahs for the past fifteen 
years, and they had no reason to doubt 
his story, as he was an Indian in his 
dress, habits, manner of speaking and 
intimate knowledge of the desert. He 
said he was taken into the Cocopah 
country from Fort Yuma when a good- 
sized boy ,and was held captive by 
them, on account of some tattoo marks 
upon him which happened to strike 
the big men of the tribe as corre- 
sponding with one of their vague tra- 
ditions. They told him afterward that 
a great calamity would befall the Co- 
copahs if he were allowed to go before 
a certain number of suns and moons, 
and he was kept under close surveil- 
lance for a long tim Finally, as he 
became reconciled to the life, and was, 
in fact, one of them, the watch over 
him was somewhat relaxed, though he 
always understood that any attempt on 
ie to get away would be met with

years of his captivity he saw more or 


less of Americans who visited the Coco- 


-pah rancheria’ where he lived, but was 


not allowed to talk with them, and 
they...nevér suspected: that he was an 
American _boy.

Fle 
left Friday for his home among e 
Cocopahs, giving Rodriguez and - 
mero directions which would secure the 
aid of any Cocopah in finding him or 
sending him information. 


MONSTER TUSKS. 


Ivory Evidences of Mastodon Existence in 
Far-away Alaska. 
(Seattle Telegraph:) A _ prospector 
who came down on the steamship “City 
of Topeka Thursday night from the 
gold fields of Alaska brought a number 
of curious relics of that far-away re- 
gion. The most interesting of the col- 
lection is a set of ivory tusks of enor- 
mous size, the remains of a mastodon.

canyon several hundred miles back in 
the mountains from Juneau. “The size 
of the tusks in question is something 
phenomenal. They form almost.a semi- 
circle, the circumference bethg feet

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Bulletin for the Southern California Weather 
Bureau. 

Following is the weathér and crop 
bulletin of the Southern California 
weather ‘service for the week ending 
February 5: 

The weather during the past week 
was generally fair with the tempera- 
ture continuing to range below the sea- 
sonal averages. Light rains fell Tues- 
day and Wednesday, which helped vege- 
tation considerably, but they were not 
sufficiently heavy to cause a lasting 


benefit; grain is growing slowly, warm 
weather and good soaking rains are 
needed. — . 


In some of the districts oranges are 
ripening slowly in others they are be- 
ing picked and shipped quite freely. 
Detailed reports follow: 

San Luis Obispo—The weather has 
been favorable for crops; south winds 
prevailed, with a few clouds, but no 


rain. Vegetables are plentiful and 
cheap. 
Ventura county—Bardsdale: Cool 


weather continues; 
rain is increasing. Barley is about 
all sown, but is not coming up well for 
lack of rain. 

Los Angeles county—Compton: | The 
nights have been cool; several light 
showers, amounting to % inch, 0oc- 
curred. A large acreage has been sown 
to barley. Warm weather and rain is 
needed. Verdugo: One-twentieth of an 
inch of rain fell the past week. Frosty 
nights continue. Oranges are ripening 
slowly; no shipments have yet been 
made. A large acreage has been sown 
to barley. Duarte: The light rain of 
January %1 has kept the top. of the 
ground moist, and hay -and grain are 
growing nicely. Rainfall for the sea- 
son, 7.59 inches. 

San Bernardino county—Ontario: Ice 
formed twice within the past week, 
and the continued cool weather is hold- 
ing back grain and fruit buds. Oranges 
are beginning to move quite freely, and 
the shipments to date exceed those of 
last year. G@hino: Beet seed for this 
year’s planting has arrived from 
France, and the preparation of the 
ground for sugar-beet planting con- 
tinues. Raim is needed. 

South Riverside: The rainfall for 
January amounted to .60 inch, making 
the total for the season 4.40 inches. 

Orange county — Anaheim : The 
weather has been partly cloudy and 
the indications are favorable for an 
early rain, which at present is very 
much needed. Early-sown grain looks 
thrifty, and an abnormal yield is an- 
ticipated. Santa Ana: Rain fell Tues- 
day morning, and was beneficjal to 
crops. 

San Diego county—Escondido: The 
high average temperature of the past 
week accelerated the growth of vegeta- 
tion, but everything is still backward, 
grain being much slower in growth 
than at this time last year. Bernardo: 
Grain is growing slowly and will con- 
tinue to do so until rain falls. Valley 
Center: Dry weather is retarding the 
growth of vegetation. The, prospect is 
for an old-fashioned dry year.

Street Improvements. 


The Street-numbering System Touched Up— 
O. G. T. .Installation—Cash Contri- 
butions for Sweet Charity’s 
Sake—Personal Notes. 


Brief reference was made yesterday to 
the Board of Trade meeting held Tuesday 
afternoon. The principal matter of im- 
portance that was acted upon was a pe- 
tition to have called a public meeting .J 
consider the advisability of improving 
the streets in this city and in North 
Pasadena, by joint action on the part of 
the local and the county authorities, to 
the end that there be at least one first- 
class thoroughfare leading from Pasadena 
to North Pasadena, Altadena, and the 
mountains ‘beyond. The petition was 
signed by Capt. C. M. Simpson, J. T. 
Martin, M. E. Wood, M. D. Painter, W. 
D. MecGilvray, George D. Rowan, W. 8S. 
.Holland, Milford Fish, Lyman Allen, C. 
W. Buchanan, Byron Lisk, J. R. Greer, 
Jr., C. C. Thompson and others. 

It was decided to call a meeting for 3 
o'clock Saturday afternoon. The 
seems to prevail that a large amount of 
public improvements in the line of street 
work could be accomplished at the pres- 
ent time at a nominal cost by utilizing 
the score or more of unemployed men 
who are being entertained at the city’s 
expense. The subject is worthy of con- 
sideration, and should attract a large at- 
tendance.
